The poetry of the period, as best exemplified by A, 
has an impressive complexity which can be traced to 
various contemporary influences. It's tone was spawned 
in the breach between the rigid framework of Q's blunt 
humanism and E's procedural formalism. P's contempt 
of strict, traditional dogma, which was an affrontry to E 
and more particularly to J, who felt that P should not 
ignore their obvious importance, had begun the task of 
filling out that gap. While the emergence of D foresha- 
dowed the domination of synthetic construction in the 
vehicle of a robust style which assured its authority, J 
felt herself urged by a fresh spirit of rivalry to draw on 
the formal methods of T. Doubtless more effective 
means were brought into play by J, who was inclined 
to a severe distillation in her editorializing. In such an 
atmosphere, Q, respected though he was, was unlikely 
to proselytize for what was obviously an already super- 
ceded tradition. Meanwhile, K & M & S had withdrawn 
into complete insularity, unable and unwilling to justify 
what soon became a maudlin sentimentality. Their 
prolific efforts were not checked by this self-conscious- 
ness, but the works continue to enclose little more than 
personal, anecdotal reference. The work of Z, while 
sucject to a similar limitation, is nevertheless supple- 
mented by a raw directness of statement which invites 
attention. Z could well have made significant advances 
on the merit of his considerable, though arrested, devel- 
opment towards a clear personal statement. Unfortun- 
ately, this tendency reached an early climax and deter- 
iorated in the face of the overwhelming success of U, 
whose expansive spirit carried him much farther & much 
more rapidly towards a similar end. Y and F cherished a 
regard for the private voice, & pushing the far edge we 
find O, who had these characteristics too, exaggerated & 
specialized. A retained overtones of exposure to N's 
work so strongly N is usually suggested as primary 
stylistic motivation. But D and J maintained that promise 
too, as U was also emerging as an undeniable force in 
that forum. Most important is acknowledgment of As 
unorthodox & undoctrinaire synthetiks to remind us 
adroitly a most significant source for heighten'd sensibility 
was A's own considerable originality.

Incredibly strong woman-used to lots of outside work- she was getting old like some 
farm lady. 

Completely drab looking -medium brown all over- the least interesting looking human 
being imaginable -almost featureless. 

Skinny girl, an ex junkie, now a methadone freak-she was constantly ill. ate nothing 
but junk food -pathetic. 

The closest thing to glitter rock-his tight pants always velvet, well- cut styled hair & 
quick little body. 

Tall, dark and very intense-with curling hair and semetic. features -terribly stoop 
shouldered-he always talked hard and fast. 

Dumpy girl, always trying real hard- she wore her clothes too tight & was uncomfort- 
ably self-conscious in them. 

His beard was always trimmed perfectly, he was small, in jeans and sandals, indian 
shirts, balding on top-sohip. 

A beautiful black woman, flamboyantly dressed, she was a dancer, professional when 
younger and kept the training as style. 

The little sexpot-voloptuous and cheerful, indulgent & sensual -always falling out of 
her clothes, licking her lips.
